Simpson Named 
New Director 
Of Health Center 


Appointment of Dr. Edmund 
E. Simpson, Sacramento physi- 
cian, as full-time head of Sacra- 
mento State College Health Cen- 
ter was announced yesterday by 
Dr. Guy A. West, president of 
the college 

West said Dr, Simpson wiil 
assume his new duties at SSC 
on January 2, 1958. “The steady 
growth of the college, together 
with the rapidly approaching 
time when students will be liv- 
ing in dormitories on the cam- 
pus, requires the full time serv- 
ices of a physician to head the 
student health center,” he said. 

Dr. Daniel A. Tobin, former 
part-time director of the health 
service, was warmly praised by 
West. “The college has indeed 
been fortunate to haVe had the 
services of Dr, Tobin, and to 
now have acquifed the full-time 
services of Dr. Simpson,” West 
said. 

Dr. Simpson, a 1934 graduate 
of the University of California, 
received his M.D. from McGill 
University in 1939. He is mar- 
rfed, has three children, and re- 
sides in North Sacramento, 

Aside from being engaged in 

a general practice of medicine, 
Dr. Simpson has _ specialized 
since 1948 in internal medicine, 
He also has been District Med- 
ical Consultant of the State De- 
partment of Education's Bureau 
of Vocational Rehabilitation, In 
1956 he was president of the 
Sacramento Society for Medical 
Improvement. 
‘As director of the college's 
health center, Dr. Simpson will 
be assisted by Drs. June 
Wright and Suzanne Snively, as 
well as contract consultants for 
specialized medical services, 
Three graduate nurses, labora- 
tory and X-ray technicians, sten- 
ographic and student help will 
also be under hig direction,

We cannot, then, strongly enough urge everyone who 
reads this editorial to take just a little time out of the pell- 
mell rush of events that characterize the days in most of 
our lives to try—just try-—in 1958 to not only act as if we 
Jove our fellows, but to show it as well,

Perhaps the primary dis- 
advantage to belonging to 
any easily identifiable group 
is that when one member of 
the group goes astray it im- 
mediately reflects upon the 
entire group adversely.

hundred may be excellent human 
beings, but when one private 
holds up a gas station we tend to 
class the other ninety-nine men 
ag having the same character. An 
excellent example of this unfair 
approach to judging people is 
the current case of the so-called 
“diploma mills” here in Califor-

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nia. 

it has been claimed that eer- 
tain institutions operating within 
this state have been offering de- 
grees in medicine and psychelegy 
with the sole purpose in mind of 
collecting money from naive per- 
sons. These persons send their 
money to mail order schools char- 
tered by the state of California 
and receive by return mail their 
diplomas as doctors of medicine 
or psychology. 

If this were the end of the 
story there would really be no 
story, for the schools would have 
the money they wanted while 
the student would heve the di- 
ploma he wanted The difficulty 
arises when the student puts up 
his shingle and tries to practice 
medicine or psychology. He is not 
accepted by the licensing au- 
thorities, so immediately he puts 
up a how! about the money he 
has been “swindled out of” un- 
der false pretenses 

The Attorney General’s rec 
ords indicate that there are re 
spectable mail-order schools in 
California with charters pre-dat- 
ing many of our older state co!l- 
leges. They offer courses similar 
to those offered on state and pri- 
vate campuses with the exception 
that the student need never be 
physically present on the campus 
at any time. 

No mention of these [acts is 
made, though, in the articles we 
see in the current papers, of this 
side of the ledger, and surely this 
is unfair, not only to the schools 
who have been working to build 
up the prestige of mail-order ed- 
ucation, but to the prospective 
student who would like to learn, 
but cannot see his way clear to 
spending his time physically on 
a campus. 

What we seem to be saying 
when We promiscuously brand 
all mail-order schools for the 
sins of a few is that anything 
which does not conform to our 
four years of phy sically attend- 
ing college is wrong Surely edu- 
cation is not confined to the 
campus.

Intellectual Revolt 
Being Sought By 
Ohio University 


(ACP) -——- Looking for an “in- 
tellectual revolt” on its campus, 
the Denisonian at Denison Uni- 
versity, Granville, Ohio, suggests 
that required majors be elimin- 
ated. 

Reasons the editors gave for 
dropping the traditional idea of 
students majoring in something 
at college were: 

We now are limited to one 








specialized field. Instead, stu- 
dents, by the definition of “lib- 
eral arts’, should be allowed to 


delve in all interests, 

More than 50 percent of liberal 
arts college graduates do not 
practice their specialization after 
graduation. Many go into large 
corporations which have their 
own training programs. Many of 
these companies, the editors say, 
are not essentially interested in 
the graduate’s major field. “It is 
the ... ways of thought, under- 
standing of a situation and ability 
to cope with problems that seem 
to be important rather than 
specific knowledge of a particu- 
lar subject,” says the Denisonian. 

The student is mature enough 
to determine his own values and 
should be entrusted to choose 
courses wisely to fit individual 
needs and interests. 

The Denisonian says: “Accord- 
ing to Dr. Seager, college is our 
‘first and last chance to revolt 
intellectually.’ He believes that 
the life of the mind can be more 
fully rewarding than the life of 
what William Whyte calls the 
‘organization man.’ Students are 
not using this experience to 
search for ‘Vital ideas’.’

Forgotten Something? 
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United States Loses Race for Po! Shows Many Students 
Education, Says lowa Paper 


(ACP) — Russia’s winning the space satellite race may be only a reflection of a race 
the United States has been losing for some time, think Iowa State LAILY editors. That 
is the “race for education and progress in general.” 

Here are the Iowans comments. 

‘The United States may very well be losing more than just the satellite race this 
year—our country may be losing the race for education and progress in general. 


Schools in this country are 
overcrowded and understaffed, 
this we all know. But the hor- 
rible truth is that in addition to 
these ills, our high school curric- 
ula are inadequate, buried under 
the archaic and unwise planning. 

High School Program 

A sociology class at Iowa 
State recently drafted a high 
school program that they would 
like to have for their children, 
The curriculum, when it was fin- 
ished, could never have been put 
into play in an average small 
Iowa high school, and even some 
of the larger schools would 
probably have to hire second- 
rate teachers to cover all the 
course work desired by this 
group. What is even more sick- 
ening is that the brave new cur- 
riculum planned by these college 
students is still far short of 
existing European and Asian 
standards! 

The high school program pro- 
posed by the group would offer 
these courses:

MINNEAPOLIS — (ACP) — 
Initial data analysis from a re 
cent survey by Associated Col- 
legiate Press shows that more 
than three-foruths of the college 
students interivewed say they 
read a daily paper regularly. 
ACP asked the following question 
of a representative group of col- 
lege men and women across the 
nation: 

“Do you subscribe to, or read 
regularly, a daily newspaper?”

Lack of time was the’ major 


reason given for not reading a 
daily paper. Almost all the stu- 
dents commenting on their “no” 
answer indicated that college it- 
self took up all their available 
time. One man qualified his state- 
ment, however, by saying that 
whenever he found the time he 
read a paper, and another, from 
the University of Kentucky (Lex- 
ington, Ky.) added to his “no” 
reply, “not thoroughly, and not 
every day,” 

Very few of the students who 
said they read a daily newspaper 
offered reasons why they do 6o. 
But the simply fact that over 
three quarters of the students in- 
terviewed answered yes to the 
question is interesting in itself.

STORMY WEATHER upset 
most fishing and hunting Jast 
week-end. Of course most of the 
damage will come when in- 
creased runoff fills the water- 
ways with debris and heavy silt. 
Steelheaders will be hard hit ex- 
cept for a little action in the 
sacramento River. 

Winter fishing im general is 
expected to be poor, Small win- 
ter trout streams are producing 
next to nothing and larger rivers 
have shown a decline for anglers, 
This is the eighth year for slow 
winter fishing in the Sacramento 
area. 

WITH THE BIG bore shooting 
out of the way, it's time to think 
about winterizing the weapons 
for safekeeping. First, field strip 
the rifle and clean and oil all 
metal parts. Wipe off all excess 
oil and leave only a thin film. 
Make sure the bore is clean. 
(ideally the rifle should be 
packed in cosmoline but most 
hunters do not have this sub- 
stance and it is a rather messy 
operation.) Next, put the rifle in 
a gun bag or wrap it in cloth or 
canvas. Wherever you store it 
make sure it is laying flat. If 
you stand it up, the oil will run 
down on the stock and soak into 
the wood causing it to split over 
a period of time. 

Fishing tackle should be han- 
died the same way in genera). 
Strip down the reels, clean and 
oil, leaving a film. On bamboo 
rods clear rod varnish should be 
applied. Come spring, these ar- 
ticles will be in good shape and 
ready for use.
